000.00. 

This is an increase over last 
year’s budget of approximately $7,- 
000 in city operaitons and $5,000 in 
the city waterworks. There was nc 
change in the tax rate of 16 mills. 

In the budget for operating the 
city thé estimated © expenditures 
are administration, §382,280; fire 
department, $5,470; parks, $8,565; 
cemetery maintenance, $1,785.06, 
sanitary department, $23,423.70; 
police department, $25,383. 
streets department, $55,684. Esti- 
mated income ‘for city operation:

137.35; cigarette tax, $25,700; fines 
and forfeitures, $13,000; licenses, 
$12,500; garbage tax, $9,150; util- 
ties tax, $23,000; building permit 
fees, $1,150; sidewalk tax assess- 
ment,’ $28,200; delinquent tax ìn- 
terest, $394; miscellaneous; $8,-

Turnpike Underway 
In Dania Area 


DANIA, Sept. 15—With the 
awarding of another contract here 
today, approximately 82 miles cf 
the 110-mile Miami to Fort Pierce 
Bob-tailed turnpike is now’ under 
contract for grading and draining 
the Florida State Turnptke Author- 
ity announced. 

Dirt is now flying on more than 
25 miles of the toll super-highway 
with contractors working around 
the clock. Within 30 days actual 
construction will be under way on 
another 25 miles. 

Through the cooperation of the 
U. S. Engineers at Jacksonville and 
the assistance of. the State Road 
Department, the Turnpike Author- 
ity was able to reduce the high level 
bridge across the/St. Lucie Canal | 
in Martin County from a vertical 
height of 80 feet to 55 feet which 
*% | Tesulted in the saving of nearly 
$2,000,000. 

Bids for the substructure of the 
55-foot level bridge over the St. 
Lucie Canal will be received by the 
Authority Sept. 29. The Authority 
has been advised that steel, which 
at present is so critical, will be de- 
livered by May 1. This will permit 
completion of this bridge structure 
by the end of 1956. 

All construction is now on sched- 
ule and the complete highway and 
bridge construction will be under 
contract by March 1, 1956, thus as- 
suring completion of the turnpike 
by the end of 1956.
